red defence blocked their every at- 
tempt at scoring, while Bazin liandl- 
ed everything that slipped through in 
lia inly fashion. In I lie final period 
tin' latter bail plenty of work to do. 

Towering head and shoulders above 
any other man on the ice. Captain 
lialph St. Germain, football mar and 
McCIII centre, scored all of McGIII's 
four goals and turned in a display 
seldom witnessed on the Forum ice. 
Si. Germain wan superb as he swept 
around the French defense and placed 
the rubber behind Beaumont with un- 
canny accuracy. Four minutes before 
the finish, St. Germain took the 
rubber at the hluc line and out- 
dated the Montreal forwards, cata- 
pulted his way through the French 
defense and beat Henumont on a shot 
from a very difficult angle.

Above all the pair kept 
their wings well covered. iVhlch isn't 
a very cany Job against the speediest 
team in the Intercollegiate union. 

That they ,wore defeated by a one- 
sided score should not detract from 
the respect the teams hold for the 
Montreal squad.

A crowded theatre greeted Profes- 
sor A. II. S. Gillson last evening, 
when lie delivered a lecture on "The 
Earth", m the Macdonald Physics 
Building. The lecture was held under 
tic auspices of the Royal Astronomi- 
cal Society, and was open to - .he pub- 
lic. 

Tin' professor's address dealt wall 
the Internal structure of the earth the 
recent discoveries of scientists. 

"If we were to ask what the shape 
"I the earth is." the professor began, 
"no doubt we would receive the loply 
that It Is a sphere Hut if we ask the 
question how do we know thiit It Is 
a sphere, the problem is much more 
difficult to answer 

Tin. ordinary everyday answers to 
this question, such as seeing ships ap- 
pear mi I lie horizon, continued Pro- 
fessor Gillson, satisfy the man In the 
street. A real method, however. Is to 
bans a .swinging pendulum and note 
Its position well. Liter notice how 
It has changed its position, swinging 
now at an angle. This experiment was 
'illustrated by the professor in the 
following manner: From the celling of 
the hall was suspended a sphere which 
had a point sticking out, concldlng 
to the axis of tho earth. The point 
always hangs toward the centre of the 
earth, no mntter in what direction the 
sphere might have been swinging. At 
the end of the lecture It was distinctly 
nertlceiib'le that the sphere had chang- 
ed position and was swinging at a dif- 
ferent angle. This at the same time 
proven thut the earth is rotating, but 
its axis remain in the same position, 

Professor Gillson then continued by 
discussion Nowton's principles, Gra- 
vity; and showed the calculations 
whereby it had been discovered that 
the density of the earth is five and a 
half times that of water. According- 
ly the matter inside the earth's sur- 
face must be a great deal denser than 
what we have on the surface; for we 
know the densities of the substances 
above the inside layer. 

In 1 SOU a German scientist carved 
on a number of experiments and found 
that the density of substances on the 
outside layer of the earth Is 3.2, while 
tho Inside layer, which consists of 
about three-quarters of the earth has 
a density of 8.2. A model of such a 
sort is an excellent one to explain 
many facts and problems, according to 
Professor Gillson. 

Moreover, If we could cut the earth 
into two sections, slicing it from the 
centre outward, ,we would find that 
all tho matter In any one section will 
have the same weight as another

Dr. D. A. Keys Lectures at 
Physics Colloquium

Dr. D. A. Keys outlined 'Recent 
wtark on Positive Raya", yesterday 
afternoon at D.00 in the Macdonald 
Physics Building, before an audience 
of Interested 1'hyslclsts. This lecturo 
wb-s the sixteenth special Physics 
Colloquium wh.ch are held every 
Thursday. 
^The subjoct. according to Dr. Keys 
niay bo divided Into;, four different 
sections. Th P first section Includes 
that work carried on by .1. J. Thorn 
son, who wa« the first In the field 
The second section is that work dom 
by Rutherford and later continued by 
his students. The third Is that .,f 
Donigoxtor ami later that of Smythe 
and the fourth is the work of Wien 
and his school of men at Munich. 

Wlen and his students have made 
tho most recent and most important 
discoveries. They wverknd on princi- 
pally three things, Dr. Keys ;isserted. 
These are: how far a charged positive 
atom will go and how far an un- 
charged positive atom will go. Then 
hfJw long a light is om.tteil from an 
atom oncp it is lighto.l and how long 
an ejected atom stays excited. Final- 
ly what It is which admits spectral 
hnes. 

Dr. Keys then proceeded to outlino 
the manner in which W.cn's school 
carried on its experiments and what 
apparatus was used. There was, he 
said, only one disadvantage In the ap- 
paratus used. This disadvantage was 
In the apporotUH used for the experi- 
ment bo find out how long a light is 
omitted from an atom. It was not dis- 
tinguishable whether the light was in- 
stantaneous, after the. atom had 
travelled a short distance, or whether 
the light had travelled with the atom 
for a shtort ebBtance; although Wlon 
claimed (hat it was G . P. Thomson, 
howevor, Dr Keys continued. has 
proven that the atom remains lighted 
for the distance It travels.

Moore and Galsworthy 
Last Evening 



That GH «rge Bernard Shaw was the 
first author to bring socialism into 
literature is. in Miss Slme's opinion 
an important feature in this author's 
work. Again, like II. G. Wells, he 
adds the political aspect to his writ- 
ings. 

Miss Sime last evening dealt witli 
four autht.rs— George Bernard Shaw. 
Joseph Conrad, George Moore and 
Jolm Galsworthy This lecture is one of 
a series of seven being given by the 
above lecturer In the Association Hal 
of the Central V.M-C.A. 

Shaw's writings are found In his 
novels, plays and pamphlets. His 
earliest literary attempt* at the ago 
of 20 when he had Just arrived in I,on- 
don from Dublin tin city of bis birth 
— were confined u ■ writing novels. Ir. 
this field he was unsuccessful and he 
then turned to play writing. Meredith 
who was then a literary critic, re- 
jected Shaw's novels. Hi* pamphlets 
which he later wrote are 'n Miss 
Slme's opinion tlu? beet c«f his time. 
Hi> has something o! Swift's clarity of 
expression awi .also the ability Wi 
'throw' a though direct at the reader, 
who understands the thought with 
aston.sh'lng clearness. 

An imperfection which this writer 
has. in the lecturer's opinion. Is the 
kick of a sense of beauty. Ho s»>ems 
unabl,. to vtsnrallzo objects and depict 
thorn In an attractive manner. 

Joseph Conrad is a t'ole who ex- 
presses himself In English and. as 
M.lss Simp states, "we are drawn by 
seeing fetrr language treated by an out- 
sider." In this connection George 
Mrln-o who lived 10 yoars hi France 
has said. '•.Though a man can think in 
another language st£l he Is unable to 
th'.nk perfectly." This in a senso des- 
crlbr»i the work of Conrad: we aT p 
always conscious that the writer .s 
not English. 

Ce/nrad, In Miss SitneV opinion, is 
oNtremely original and he makes his 
great contribution to our ttterlatu re In 
Introducing the foreign element. This 
fVirelgn elemont. In the lecturer's opln- 
Ion. will be an Important feature In 
future writers' work. 

"George Moore," the lecturer said, 
"may live by reason of his autobio- 
graphy; the most beautiful thing he 
has done." Into his novels he has put 
nothing but tho product of his brain- 
there Is a lack of emotional feeling. 
He has one thing In common with 
Wells; the production of a large num- 
ber of books.

rather complicated, tho movement of 
which was likened to that of a mean- 
dering river, winding about us in a.

lately that any headway has been 
made In that direction. 

According to recent discoveries con- 
tinued Professor Gillspn, in about fifty 
thousand million <£ears the day will bo 
forty-seven roura long and the moon 
and earth will ho gVdng round in their 
respective orbits at th c same rate. At 
the .eame time, due to the sun's effect 
as well as th e moon's "it will come, 
oloser to the earth to twice tho cir- 
cumference of the earth. 

Professor Glllson then concluded his 
address by reading a poem on the 
moon .

SIMILAR TOJHE EARTH 

(Cont'nucd from page one) 
etiual section. At tho same time, said 
the Professor, mountains and oceans 
have no effect on this principal, for 
if It did then the sections would not 
weigh alike and consequently the wa- 
ters would pile on the mountains by 
force of attraction. 

We know that the moon has a cer- 
tain attraction on the waters of thc 
earth, causing tides. It occurred to 
Kelvin, the scientist that one might 
use the height of the tides to calculate 
the rigidity of the. earth. Through his 
calculations and those of another sci- 
entist they found that the earth is an 
elastic body with about the same el- 
asticity as steel. 

Professor Glllson told also of thé 
experiments conducted by the well- i 
known astronomer Mlchaelson, who 
with a friend placed a long pipe with 
water In an observatory and actually 
succeeded in measuring the effect of 
the moon on tides. This experiment 
was continued for a number of months 
and measurements were taken every 
two hours. The final result showed 
that the water in thc pipe was effected 
to one twentieth of an inch 

Mathematics had worked out long 
ago that in an elestlc body thcro are 
two waves. These are the Primary 
and Secondary waves, commonly 
known as tho )'. anil S. Through var- 
ious experiments, It was found thai 
the 1*. wave hns a greater velocity 
and that it depends on the rigidity 
and density of the earth. It was then 
explained by the Professor that when 
we have an earthquake, we have what 
is known as the P. wave; tills is fol- 
lowed by the S. wave. 

Last year an attempt was made by 
a Cambridge mathematician to revise 
the whole scheme. He p'eked out a 
place where an earthquake took place, 
then went to a. distance of about 101 
degrees from there. Primary waves 
were reported there, but no second- 
ary wave. Tills meant that something 
was happening In tho earth; some- 
thing which cut out the S. waves. 
This had to do with the rigidity of 
the earth, for the S wave depends 
wholly on this. From this date and 
through calculation it was shown that 
the density of the outer layer of the 
earth was 4.4 while the Inside was 12 
fines that of water. "Finally, said 
Professor Glllson, "the earth is a large 
metallic solid, surrounded by a shell 
of the elasticity of steel, with a density 
of 4.4." 

At one time the mo«r»n is believed to 
have been part of tho earth and it 
still has a decided effect On the sur- 
face of tho earth. Altrough the earth 
Is tho second smallest planet In the 
Universe, tho moon Is the second 
smallest satellite. The motion of the 
moon has been a problem to u.stron- 
otnoru for a long rime and it Is only

He maintained tliut the 
place of women is in the home, ful- 
filling their prerogative .y 
mothers of the race. The Bible never 
mentioned w omen'.- place as being any- 
where but the borne.

The speaker then 
dealt with woman's physical condition; 
I heir IntlUition, often leading to fatal 
mistakes; the décline of nation due 
to the breaking up of home life; the 
impossibility 1 of keeping young women 
in the pulpit: all these being Import- 
ant reasons why women should not 
be ordained to the ministry of the 
United Church. 

Mr. Manuel then spoke for a few 
minutes in rebuttal, stating that pride 
was the main reason for the refusal 
to ordain women. He contended that 
women have been helping with all 
their might, only to find the gates to 
greater progress barred to them.
